As some such legislation is needed 
in this country we quote from an 
explanatory editorial “The 
Protestant World”:

The legislation as forecasted is not 
an attack on the Roman Catholic or 
any other religion; it is not an inter- 
ference in Catholic conscience; nor 
is it any interference with the Roman 
Catholic marriage laws. Certainly it 
is not sectarian legislation. 

The one and only object of the 
legislation is to bring within reach 
of the law any person, be he priest, 
clergyman or layman, who alleges 
expressly or by implication that any 
persons lawfully married are not 
truly and sufficiently married. By 
no stretch of imagination can that 
be twisted into being an attack on 
any religion. 

We tell Father Nevin why we de- 
mand such legislation. 

The application of this decree in 
every case of mixed marriage affects 
a party who is not under the juris- 
diction of the Church of Rome, and

been so applied as to disturb the 
peace of families, and break up 
homes, and seriously affect the social 
standing of members of homes.

King Alfonso touched a_ very 
delicate and weak point of Vatican 
policy, and his’ bold frankness has 
elicited the approbation of non- 
Italian Roman Catholics. For the 
Roman Church, although it claims 
to be a _ universal institution, in 
practice is really an Italian monopoly. 
It is run almost exclusively by Italians 
and by Italian methods. It seems very 
unfair that, all the Vatican posts, with 
very rare exceptions, should be given 
to Italians, while the institution was 
actually supported by large contri- 


butions from all parts of the 
world. 
King Alfonso drew the attention 


ofthe Pope to.the privileges formerly 
enjoyed by Spain in Palestine, and 
which had gone into abeyance. 
These include the claim of the Crown 
of Spain to be recognized as patron 
of the holy places of Jerusalem, the 
claim for the Apostolic Vicariate in 
Nofth Africa, and all the complicated 
questions relating to the Spanish 
mission in the Far East. 


These are not merely religious 
matters, but imply important politi- 
cal issues which seriously affect 
France’s prestige in the East and in 
Africa. King Alfonso further asked for 
the admission of Spaniards to the 
Papal Noble Guard and his im- 
mediate entourage, and an increase 
in the number of Spanish South 
American cardinals. The Pope, in 
his reply, was very reserved, and 
made no reference to the Spanish 
demands.

Erect, devoutly indignant, angry 
with the sacred anger of a prophet, 
he promulgated from the Sinai of 
republican justice and honor of the 
country that at no time ought the 
country to be sacrificed under pre- 
text of saving religion. Mute with 


terror stood the assassins; flaming 
with anger, the proselytes of evil, 
who hoped for indulgences, as stimu- 
lus for their seditious plottings. . . . 

It was ever his wont to admonish 
the ecclesiastics as meek persons of 
concord. He would repeat to them: 
“The Catholic priest ought not to 
sacrifice his country to save _ his 
religion.” So unusual, so unheard 
of, was his homily that it smacked 
of the counsel of the heresiarch. 

Mr. Coello considers that Archishop 
Suarez, “who spoke in the name of the 
purest religion of Christ, was the true 
hierophant of this people ;” that he dis- 
ccvered secrets which of old in the 
countries where culture dominates, do 
not abound in Ecuador, where “the 
Llind clergy dulls the light of the mind, 
and dissipates the perfume of the whole- 
some heart. Sectarian animosity seeks 
tc prevail, making havoc of justice and 
right.” Not a few [Ecuadorian priests 
were too stubborn to receive lessons 
from examples of rectitude and upright- 
ness like Dr. Suarez. On the contrary, 
they attacked him with calumny and 
“consigned him to the ranks of heresy 
or insanity in the paroxysm of their hos- 
tile preoccupations.” 


The writer wishes that the clergy of 
Ecuador would learn by heart the les- 
sons of peace, good will and toleration 
that Dr. Suarez taught, “and forget pru- 


rience for revolution and thirst for 
blood!” His sermons in favor of peace 
created so much hostility that once 
when he came to lodge in Quito in 
the major convent of La Merced, some 
“harridans” hastened to ‘the porter’s 
gate to pray a sucre for a mass for the 


conversion of a bishop (he was then 
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Bishop of Ibarra), who “had compro- 
mised the cause of faith and sound prin- 
ciples by becoming revolutionary and 
justifying freethinkers.” 

The article, as a whole, throws a sad- 
dening side-light on the Catholic clergy 
of Ecuador, and presumably of South 
\merica, as a whole. There is not a 
word in the article to suggest that this 
cultured writer has the slightest knowl- 
edge of evangelical Christianity—or 
that Dr. Suarez himself had, for that 
matter. But the personal virtues of 
the latter and his condemnation of 
clerical tyranny were sufficient to ele- 
vate him in the minds of not only the 
intellectuals but of the populace, for 
at his death “the life of the city be- 
came paralyzed.” In other articles of

We members of the Catholic Evi- 
dence Guild are out to reinstate the 
Pope. We want him to be the 
spiritual and ethical leader of the 
country and we are not hiding that 
fact at all...
